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HARLEM’S ELEGIBILITY. 



There is a lot of hit and miss discussion 
about Harlem’s standing in the western racing 
world. A meeting of the Turf Congress is to be 
held at Cincinnati today to discuss it. Such a 
meeting is hardly necessary. Turf law is turf 
law when it is wise and equitably pliable. 
Harlem may or may not have been expelled from 
tho Congress for its failure to pay back th« 
entry fees of the stakes killed by the local 
reign of terror. For the past two weeks an ad- 
vertisement has appeared in various turf jour- 
nals inviting all creditors to draw upon Presi- 
dent Martin of the Harlem Association for the 
amount of such fees. Thus the cause for action 
against Harlem has been killed. Secretary 
Hopper’s books seem to be defective. They 
may not show that Harlem was expelled. 
Ho reported that there was no such 

action before he left for Montana. 

President Milt Young has declared that Har- 
lem’s payment put Harlem in good standing. If 
these officials have misinterpreted the action of 
the Congress and the showing of the minutes, a 

E ast resolution of expulsion would not effect 
orsemen racing at Harlem. Turf law has 
never gone to such a small and bitter end. It 
never should so go. In to-day’s Turf Congress 
meeting it is probable that the situation will 
be soclearod that a superficial and sensational 
press can see the way of turf equity as applied 
to what is going on. Then, too, should a reso- 
lution of expulsion against Harlem be found on 
the books it can be expunged. Racing lias 
enough to contend with as against prejudice 
and ignorance. In these days it should be 
nursed by wise action whenever its people have 
a chance to use wisdom.

THE HISTORY OF FOUL SHOT. 

Melbourne, Australia, June 1, 1897.— The in- 
formation sought by Daily Racing Form in 
letter of March 20 about Foul 8hot, his pedigree 
and progeny is forwarded herewith. Foul Shot 
was bred in New Zealand. The island is far 
away, but I have sought information from the 
best authorities in New Zealand. Foul Shot 
should do as well in America as any of the sons 
of the peerless Musket. All have proved suc- 
cessful here. Foul Shot is not short bred. His 
pedigree is not authentic in one particular. 
Racing men in New Zealand, however, aver that 
all his ancestors are keenly thoroughbred. The 
failure is through Belle Brand, Foul Shot’s 
great grand-dam. She was probably a daugh- 
ter of Dover and Sophy. 

In the old days no particular importance was 
paid to pedigrees in New Zealand. In conse- 
quence there are flaws in some of the tabulated 
ancestry of New Zealand’s very best horses. 
Newhaven, just sent to England, furnishes evi- 
dence in this line. He is one of the best horses 
we have ever had since' Carbine, yet his dam’s 
pedigree cannot be traced beyond a mare known 
as Dinah. She was known to be thoroughbred. 

Foul Shot in America and Newhaven in En- 
gland will both show :how little there is in 
“blemished” antipodean pedigrees. 

Here is Foul Shot’s tabulated pedigree: 



According to the statistics of the New Zea- 
land Turf Register, in the season 1891-94, the 
progeny of Foul Shot won seven races, the stakes 
being of the total value of $1,000. Iu the season 
1894-95 his progeny won twelve races, the stakes 
totalling 5,455, aed in the season of 1895-96 his 
children won twelve races, the stakes totalling 
$4,650. The statistics for 1896-97 are not yet 
due. 

The Record of winning performances of Foul 
Shot’s progeny follows : 

Aldershot, at three years, won Dunedin Maid- 
en Plate of 60 Sovs, 14 miles. 110 pounds; won 
Invercargil Guineas, 1 mile, 125 pounds; won 
Gore Consolation Handicap, 1 mile, 115 pounds; 
won Tapanui Consolation Handicap. 1 mile. 
124 pounds; won 8outh Canterbury Flying 
Handicap, \ mile, 107 pounds; won North 
Otago President’s Handicap, 1 mile and a dis- 
tance, 96 pounds. 

Flying Fish, at 6-years, won Taranaki 
Christmas Handicap, 1 mile, 93 pounds, Won 
Foxton Welter Handicap, 1 mile and a distance, 
146 pounds, 

Mafia, at 4-years, won Waitara Farmers’ 
Plate, once round the course, 149 pounds. Won

EASTERN BETTING RULES. 

The following new rules wore announced by 
the Metropolitan Turf Association, and should 
be carefully read by all bettors: 

(1). After the jockeys’ names are hoisted for 
a race on the official board all bets made on 
that race are play or pay. (2). All bets made on 
horses running a dead heat for any race, except 
a match race, shall be divided if the dead heat 
is not run off. (3). In case of a dead heat in a 
match race all bets are off. The rule in regard 
to the coupling of stable outries was amended 
so that members might lay against the horses 
separately if so desired. 

A SHARP RACING DECISION. 

The English Master of the Rolls, a high legal 
authority, has rendered an important decision 
in the matter of the appeal of|the;Kempton Park 
racing people, against the recent decision of the 
Court of the Queen’s Bench, by which it was 
held that betting inclosures were “places” 
within the meaning of the term as defined by 
the Anti-Gambling act. 

He reverses the Court of Queen’s Bench decis- 
ion. His so doing restores the right of the pub- 
lic to bet on the English race tracks. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Eolus died at the Ellerslie Stud, July 9, aged

$3,000 prize for such stars as Ornament, Dr. Cat- 
lett, Tillo and Algol.
